STREET CAR RIOTS 
IN SAN FRANCISCO 


Six Carmen Wounded, Two Fatally. 
Strikers Attacked Car as it 
Passed Tent. 


——— 


San Francisco, Sept. 11.—Six carmen 
employed by the United Railways were 
wounded in a street battle at Utah 
street barns at midnight tonight. There 
were two separate riots. The first was 
between the non-union earmen and the 
strikers and the second between the ear- 
men and the police. Two carmen were 
shot and will likely die. 
said to be fatally wounded but his body 
was spirited away., 

Shortly before midnight a wrecking 
car was yun out of the barns carrying 
25 men, but there were no lights. As it 
passed the tents of the union pickets the 
windows weie broken. It is charged 
that this was done by the carmen them- 
selves as a pretext for a fight. The car- 
men fired into the tents. The strikers 
returned the fire and when the car pass- 
ed on it was found that three of its oc- 
cupants had been wounded, 

The police ran up and a shot was fired 
from the pickets’ tents. The carmen in 
the barn mistook this for another at- 
tack and replied with fusilade directed 
at the police. he police fired into barns 
wounding three more carmen,

Big Russian Battleship Launched. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 11.—The bat- 
tleship Emperor Paul, the most pow- 
erful warship of the Rusvian navy, 
was successfully launched at noon to- 
day from the Baltic works. The keel 
of the new vessel, which is of the type 
of the St, Andrew, was luid in 1904,

Tt is really supposed to 
cover an intention of organizing a 
general massacre of the Jews in Rus-, 
sia. The league has been circulating 
reports to the effect that the Jews sre 
planning the murder of the Czar, 
Prime Minister Stolypin and the 
Grand Duke Nicholas.

DOMESTICS UNITE IN SOUTH. 

Melbourne, Sept. 10,—The combina 
tion of domestic servants and ‘ lady 
helps” in New Zealand to take ad 
vantage of the local conciliation has 


krown in strength, and now the Do 


mestic Workers’ Union of Wellington 
is a power to be reckoned with. It ‘s 
busy distributing circulars from house 
to house in all the principal towns, 
calling upon all domestic servants, 
“general” and lady helps, to support 
the union. Applications have been 
made to the Arbitration Court for an 
award, and a conference between sev- 
eral leading employers and represen- 
tatives of the servants has been held

at the conference over wages. The 
great bone of contention has been the 
fixing of “time off.”

“Secretary Taft advises the people to 
reject the proposed constitution and 
postpone statehood until another enab- 
ling act can be secured. At first blush 
one might suspect that the secretary's 
advice was due to his personal interest 
in the next election. He might be ac- 
cused of advising the postponement of 
statehood with a view of keeping seven 
electoral voters out of the Democratic 
column, but the more generous view 
taken of the matter is that the advice 
resulted from the habits of thought. 

“Taft is inclined to postpone every- 
thing. He promises to acquire the title 
of the Great Postponer, Te is on his 
way to the Phillippines to tell the Fili- 
pinos that, while he thinks they ought 
to have self-government after a while 
he wants it postponed for the present 

“THe holds ont to the people the hope 
of another enabling act, but what assar- 
ance can he give that a Republican con- 
gress Will act immediately to bring 
in a Democratic state just before a 
presidential election? Does he control 
the congress to auch an extent that he 
can guarantee immediate action? The 
senators from his own state do not ac- 
cept his advice. 

“His infitence as a presidential can- 
didate cannot yet be nieasured, for not 
a single state has yet instructed for 
him, 

“His Columbus speech is an arraign- 
ment of protection as we have it to-day, 
an appeal for a revision of the tariff, 
but he sealizes the foree of his own 
speech by postponing the tariff reform 
until after the election. 

“Tl am glad the secretary referred to 
the Philippine question for his discus- 
sion shows that he believes in a col- 
onial potiey and that he disputes the 
doctrines set forth in the Declaration 
of Independence, 

“While he seems disposed to aequi- 
esce ‘in the suffrage amendments of the 
south, he overlooks: the fact that the 
black man of the south is much better 
treated than the brown man. of the 
Vhilippines, The black man of the 
south has the protection of the consti- 
tutions,» state and national, while the 
constitution is denied the. Filipino.”’ 

“T am glad that you have had the 
benefit of Secretary Taft's advice, for 
if anything was needed to convince 
the voters of Oklahoma that the pro- 
posed constitution is a good one, the 
proof has been furnished by the fact 
that Secretary Taft’s criticisms have 
been aimed at the very parts which 
protect the people against predatory 
wealth; and the people of Oklahoma

Winnipeg, Sept. 11.-Geo. Walter Bald- 
win, a well-known and much-respected 
citizen of Winnipeg, has passed away at 
the age of 70 years. His death was due 
to accident which he met with about 
a month ago, when a street car knocked 
him down in front of the post office. 
He had to have his arm amputated 
then, and has never reeovered from the 
shock, ‘Th deceased was employed by 
the firm of Jos, Ullman and Company, 
fur dealers of St, Paul and was well- 
known in Edmonton in spite of his 
devotion to business he contrived 
to become a really good shot and was a 
member of the Winnipeg club, When 
he was in the State he held the cham- 
pionship as the best shot in the U.S.A. 
for some years longer than any of his 
predecessors.

petitions in Nova Scotia, That may be 
the political game, but it is to be doubted 
if the Liberals of Halifax have been 
wisely advised in resorting to such tech- 
nicalities, It is true their candidates 
might have been unseated, but they 
could easily have been re-elected, even 
if they had been opposed.

Mr. Hough is a man of medium 
height with the build of an athlete, 
and a clear skin and eyes that tell 
of radiant health. He is a man pos- 
sibly thirty-eight years of age. 

He is an entertaining and pleasing 
talker, always ready with some laugh- 
able remark, and seemed to possess a 
fund of inexhaustible information on 
every subject broached.

Dairying Most Profitable. 

“Still in Ontario we have an ad- 
vantage in that our products are 
varied. We have our grain, stock, 
dairy and fruit, and if one “Tails we 
still. have another, Our stock has 
suffered to some extent from drought, 
as hay and pasture weré scarce, but 
while this is true of some localities 
there are others in which everything 
looks as well as it ever did, On tne 
whole the average will not be as high 
as usual, but this will be more than 
made up for by the advance in price. 
Dairying at present prices is one of 
the most profitable industries. A few 
years ago farmers were pleased to get 
eight and ten cents for cheese, while 
this year has advanced 20 per cent. in 
price.” 

| Fruit Crop. 

Of the fruit crop Mr. James said he 
had been away from Ontario too 
Jong to speak authoratively; but 
when he was there a good crop was 
expected, especially in apples. 

Mr. James is plcased with the out- 
lock in the west and states that 
eastern men are as much interested as 
those who live here. 

Depend on the West. 

“Bastern manufacturegs have been 
in a very prosperous condition and 
depend greatly on the west for their 
expansion.” 

Mr. James said he was very much 
interested in the question of Japanese 
labor in British Columbia and was 
sorry to find that it had ben brought 
into politics, and although he had 
read all newspaper articles he could 
in regard to it and got the opinions 
of as many western men as possible
